PUNISHING THE GUILTY. 


Those who believed in the bring- 
ing to justice af those who hava’ 
been guilty of the terrible crimes 
which have marked the war, no 
matter how high their station 
may be, will be glad ta notice of 
late the accumulating evidence 
that the Allies are not losing 
sight of this essential requirement. 
Over the week-end wea had 
the news that. the Allied 
Generalissimo in the Turkish 
capital had ordered the notorious! 
German General, Liman von 
Sanders, to stand his trial for. 
ordering the Armenian and Syrian 
massacres, Now we are informed 


-,that the British military authori- 


ties have made several arresta in 
connection With the ill-treatment 
of the ‘Kut war prisoners. 
On top of “this comes 
the statement that sufficient 
evidence has been procured for 
the conviction of twenty sub- 
marine commanders, of murder. 
Seven of these are said to have 
the worst records, and the opinion 
is expressed that their surrender 
and trial by an Allied Naval | 
Tribunal. should be included in 
the Armistice terms. This is 
good news, for it shows that the 
Allies ara in dead earnest over 
the punishment of those who 
have stooped to the most abomin- 
able practices during the war. 


WHAT OF THE OTHERS? =” 


But what we are interested in 
knowing is whether the Allies are 
merely going to be content with 
bringing to trial men who, after 
all, were subordinates, and many 
of whom, it may safely be said, 
were.pither acting under instruc- 
tions from their superiors or, in 
their foul deeds, had the tacit 
approval of the latter. We have 
been told more than once by 
Tesponsible statesmen that 
the Allies will not  hesit- 
ate to call” ta account 
the real sinners, whoever they 
are.
